Denver mining man, who, with his 
associates, Eben Smith and R. H.

He further said:. "M this thing keeps 
on at the present rate it won't be long 
until the children of excellent families 
will have to become servants, 'lackeys' 
and 'flunkeys' of the 
wealthy few. 


Those •who give up independence the 
most completely, and become the most 
subservient, will become the most suc- 
cessful. Thus a premium will be put 
upon 
subserviency." 
This sounds 


worse than a death knell to Young Am- 
erica. 
Yet Mr. Lloyd Is one of the 


most acute observers of social condi- 
tions and tendencies. 
I asked him 


what he thought of a certain remedy 
which I proposed. 
He said: 
"Very 


good; very good." But I will not my- 
self discuss remedies this month. I 
will be modest, and give the floor first 
to you. I will ask you to please stick 
closely to the subject. How did the 
elder Vanderbilt get his $200,000,000? 
The question is not Vanderbilt the 
man, 
but the economic relations be- 


tween him and the rest of the people 
in the accumulation of his fortune of 
$200,000,000. What economic princi- 
ples do you see clearly involved? What 
remedy or remedies would you sug- 
gest? I hope that you will carry this 
problem with you until you have done 
some serious thinking. Think of the 
$100 per day from Adam, till the flood, 
then, according to the (tradition, in 
Noah's ark till after the flood, the in- 
come continuing incessantly, then till 
the time o'f Jesus, then during the en- 
tire Christian era, through the middle 
ages up to modern times, then till the 
present moment, this princely accumu- 
lation of $100 clear per day, and the 
sum total does not equal one of our 
modern fortunes! 
Other fortunes are 


now Ibeing accumulated as fast and 
possibly faster than the Vanderbilt for- 
tune. How is it? and why is it? Is 
it right? Is it good public policy to 
permit such unlimited accumulation in 
private hands? 


True, we do not want to discourage 


enterprise, neither private nor public. 
Also, every one should receive the re- 
sults of his own industry and enter- 
prise. Please put emphasis on his 
own. 
When we see one man accumu-j 


lating a. fortune of $200,000,000 during j 
a life time, and when we are led to 
realize, as above, what $200,000,000 
means, we see how large the problem 
is. Keep the problem with you until 


principles and methods have piled up you reach some solution satisfactory
